THE LATE LORD HATHERLEY. 


WE have the honour to add to the Portrait Gallery 
of this Journal a lifelike likeness of one of England’s 
great Judges, faithfully drawn by Mr. Thomas 
Scott from the photograph of Lord Hatherley taken 
by Mr. Charles Watkins, now of Torriano-avenue, 
Camden-road. Full of years, revered by all who 
knew him, he passed ‘to his rest at the ripe age of 
eighty, on Sunday morning last, at his town-house 
in Great George-street, Westminster. 

Lord Hatherley was the son of Sir Matthew 
Wood, the famous Alderman Wood, who persistently 
befriended Queen Caroline and braved the wrath of 
George ІУ. The popular Alderman’s housein South 
Aadley-street was the Court of the injured Queen, 
and was accordingly frequented by many foreign 
persons of distinction. In that school Lord Hatherley 
acquired the brilliant linguistic attainments which 
were confirmed by a subsequent residence at Genèva. 
Alderman Wood himself was twice Lord Mayor, was 
Liberal member for the City for twenty-eight years, 
and received a baronetcy from Queen Victoria in the 
first days of her reign. It was owing to his recom- 
mendation to the Duke of Kent, for whom he acted 
as trustee, that the Duke returned to England from 
Brussels in order that his child might be born in 
Great Britain. 


WILLIAM PAGE WOOD, 


Baron Hatherley, was the second son of Alderman 
Wood, by his marriage with Maria, daughter of Dr. 
John Page, of Woodbridge, in Suffolk, surgeon. He 
was born on Nov. 29, 1801. "There is extant the best 
testimony that shortly after young Wood left 


Winchester the Duke of Kent directed that his own 
stepson, the Prince of Leiningen, half-brother of the 
Queen, should see as much as possible of William 
Page Wood, whose conduct, the Duke wrote, was an 
example*o all. At Cambridge he suffered from ill- 
health, but came out twenty-fourth Wrangler in 
1824, in the same tripos in which Dr. Guest was 
eleventh. 

Lord Hatherley's first introduction to the practice 
of the law had been from a seat on the bench, where, 
as а boy, he sometimes sat beside his father when the 
latter helped to constitute the Court at the Old 
Bailey. He was admitted a student at Lincoln's Inn 
on March 1, 1824, immediately after his Cambridge 
degree, and was called b” the same learned society 
in 1827. 


LORD HATHERLEY AS LAW 
OFFICER AND JUDGE. 


In 1830 he was earning £800 a year, апа felt 
justified in marrying. Ніз wife was Charlotte, the 
only daughter of Major Edward Moor, F.R.S., of 
Great Bealings, near Woodbury; author of the 
“Hindoo Pantheon.” Lord Hatherley had been 
acquainted with Miss Moor from her earliest years, 
and their union was one of the most uninterrupted 
felicity. 

Having been Vice-Chancellor of the County Pala- 
tine since May, 1849, he became Solicitor-General to 
Lord John Russell’s Government on March 28, 1851, 
and was, according to the usual practice, knighted. 
Lord Chancellor Truro offered him the post of Vice- 
Chancellor in this year, but the Prime Minister re- 
quested his Solicitor-General to continue to act as 
law officer. He retired with his political chief in 
1852, and went back to private practice. In the 
meanwhile, he had served on the Commission for ге- 
forming the procedure in Chancery, and had been 
made an honorary D.C.L. of Oxford. On Jan. 10, 
1853, his party was again in office, Lord Aberdeen 
being Premier; and Sir William Page Wood took 
his seat as a Vice-Chancellor on Sir George Tuiner's 
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joining the Lords Justices of Appeal. No Judge of 
first instance has given more confidence to suitors 
than Lord Hatherley. 

He became Lord Justice of Appeal on March 5, 
1868 ; and it was a mark of the respect in which he 
was held that on this occasion Lord Justice Selwyn, 
whose appointment was of earlier date, gracefully 
gave up to him the seniority in deference to his long 
services and experiencc. He was, however, to take 
precedence in the Court of Appeal in Chancery by a 
still higher title. Before the end of the year Mr. 
Gladstone was Prime Minister, and Sir W. Page 
Wood became his Lord Chancellor, being raised to 
the Peerage by the title of Baron Hatherley, of 
Down Hatherley. He held this high office for four 
years, but retired in 1872, owing to increasing failure 
of eyesight, and was succeeded by Lord Selborne. 
After his retirement, Lord Hatherley underwent a 
successful operation, performed by Mr. Critchett, for 
cataract, and recovered his vision. 


LORD HATHERLEY AND THE 


QUEEN. 


His wife's death in the winter of 1878 was a blow 
to him from which his friends hardly expected him 
to recover. It may be related as an instance of their 
attachment that, some years ago, Lord Hatherley 
having to attend the Queen as Lord Chancellor, was 
bidden to stay as her Majesty's guest after the 
business for which he had come was finished. He 
betrayed some hesitation аб this command, and, 
being pressed to explain, told her Majesty that it 
was the first occasion in his married life on which he 
had passed twenty-four hours away from Lady 
Hatherley. The Queen allowed him to depart, and 
graciously commanded that the next time the Lord 
Chancellor visited her he should be accompanied by 
Lady Hatherley. Another example of the friendly 
interest which Lord Hatherley's manly and simple 
rectitude of nature inspired in members of the Royal 
House was the gift to him by Princess Louise of a 
spray of white heather, broken by her from the bush 
at which the Princess and the Marquis of Lorne 
plighted their troth. It was carefully preserved by 
MA 2 the last іп his drawing-room at Great George- 
street. 


REVIEW OF OUR VOLUNTEER 
ARMY BY THE QUEEN AT 
WINDSOR. 


The Drawing by our Special Artist on the centre 
pages will afford our readers a fair idea of the vast- 
ness of the Volunteer gathering, which her Majesty 
the Queen reviewed on Saturday afternoon last in 
Windsor Park. Other great Volunteer reviews we 
have had. The Queen in 1860, two years after the 
Volunteer movement began, reviewed 20,890 Volun- 
teers in Hyde Park, and some years later, when the 
force had made very considerable progress іп 
numbers and organisation, as many as 28,000 or 
30,000 assembled for inspection at Windsor and 
Portsmouth. > The review of last Saturday. throws 
these events completely in the shade. Not less than 
55,000 men assembled under arms in Windsor Park, 
and that under conditions which gave their presence 
а very distinct and appreciable military value, and 
which cannot but invest the Volunteer movement, 
in the eyes of foreign natiors and even of our own 
military authorities, with an importance it never 
before possessed. 


CELERITY OF THE RAILWAY 
SERVICE, 


The plan of the War Office was а sufficiently 
ambitious one. It was to call between 50,000 and 
60,000 Volunteers to arms in all partsof the country, 
not excepting such remote counties as Northumber- 
land and Pembroke, and to throw them into Windsor 
within а period of less than twenty-four hours—in 
other words, to effect such a mobilisation of the 
Volunteer force as а sudden invasion of our shores 
by a foreign enemy would demand. According to 
the official programme, not a battalion was to stir 
before Friday evening, with the exception of the Ist 
Pembrokeshire, which for considerations of traffic, 
no doubt, was timed to leave Carmarthen Junction 
shortly after noon on the Friday, and to arrive at 
Slough the same night. The Northumberland men 
were not timed to take train at Newcastle till 6.40 
on Friday evening. АП the Midland and West of 
England corps were timed to begin their journey at 
midnight, or later, and those from London, the home 
counties, and the south and eastern countiés were, 
without exception, to: be transported to Windsor on 
the day of the review. .A magnificent programme 
truly, well calculated to satisfy the most ardent 
Volunteer! For carrying it out to the letter there 
is no small credit due to the railway companies, an 
especially to the Great Western and the London an 
South-Western companies, upon whom the great 
burden of conveying the troops to Windsor naturally 
fell. 
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The arrangements in connection with the review 
depended for the most part on Prince Christian, the 
ranger of the park, who had contrivedto appease the 
wrath of our legislators by providing for their 
accommodation an excellent coign of vantage 
Those arrangements included the construction 
some pontoon bridges, one of considerable length, 
across the Thames at Datchet, and some of a smaller 
description over Bourne ditch. The first detach- 
ments to arrive on the ground came from Slough 
shortly before seven a.m., and consisted of fhe 5th 
Lancashire Rifles, under Colonel Chilney, C.B., and 
the lst Lancashire, 20th Lancashire (1050 strong), 
lst Staffordshire and 4th Staffordshire Rifles; from 
Egham, about six a.m., the 6th Lancashire, 2nd 
Derby, and 5th Cheshire Rifles. From Windsor the 
Hon. Artillery Company and the 4th and 6th 
Middlesex Rifles arrived by ten o’clock, these being 
followed an hour later, from Datchet, by the 1st 
Kent Artillery, and the 8rd and 4th Essex Rifles. 
Contingents from Ascot also reached the ground a 
few minutes past nine o'clock. Other detachments 
had arrived and encamped on the ground the previous 
evening. The men, most of whom had travelled all 
night, looked in admirable condition, and were 
cordially received by the inhabitants. The weather 
was somewhat dull, but as the morning wore on it 
was felt that * Queen's weather,” after all, was likely 
to favour the military pageant. 


READY FOR REVIEW. 


The space reserved for the review of the troops 
lay between the Long Walk, starting at the ** Double 
Gates," and extending to about & mile; the saluting 
point being situated immediately half-way down 
Queen Anne's ride, at the opposite side. Along this 
avenue a number of booths were erected, which were 
well patronised during the day. Behind the saluting 
m an inclosure was reserved for members of both 

ouses of Parliament, who, accompanied by ladies, 
were present in only small numbers. Close to this 
space was а line of vehicles which were extensively 
occupied by ladies, many of whom wore brilliant 
costumes. Аз three o'clock drew nigh the first 
intimation of the approaching event was the firing of 
a single gun by the field-battery of the Hon. Artillery 
Company, which was the signal for the assembling 
at the rendezvous of the various corps. A quarter of 
&n hourlater a similar signal caused the battalions 
to fall in and march to their allotted positions on the 
review ground. This movement was executed ina 


highly creditable manner, and was also satisfáctory 
as regards the time occupied. The men having ALEXANDER F ERGUSON, 
formed into two lines—the first consisting of 30,000 WINNER OF THE QUEEN'S PRIZE, 1880.

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men, and the second of about 20,000—an hour and a 
half was spent before the salute of twenty-one guns, 
announcing the departure from the castle of the 
Royal cortége, was heard. 

The beautiful park, with its splendid trees, the 
columns of piled arms, the men dotted about in 
various-coloured uniforms, the refreshment tents 
here and there, the provision carts standing and 
moving, all combined to present the appearance of a 
huge military picnic. 


THE QUEEN’S INSPECTION. 


The Royal cortége passed between the armed 
avenue formed by the 2nd Army Corps, under Prince 
Edward of Saxe- Weimar, and was received with “а 
present,” the bands playing ** God Save the Queen." 
Nothing could be more striking than the cteadiness 
of the men, not a move, not even a turn of the head 
taking place. At five p.m. precisely, the Royal 
party, in five carriages, came on to the review- 
ground, passing by the right flank of the lst Army 
Corps—commanded by Sir Daniel Lysons—and along 
the front till the saluting point was reached, when a 
general salute was given. 

The Queen, who looked extremely well and seemed 
much gratified with the splendid sight presented to 
her, was in the leading carriage, accompanied by the 
Princess of Wales and the Crown Princess of Ger- 
many. In three other carriages were other members 
of the Royal family, including the Duchess of Con- 
naught, Princess Beatrice, the Duchess of Teck, 
Prince Leopold, and the two young Princesses of 
Hesse—who were much admired. А fifth carriage, 
containing Mr. Childers and Lord Thurlow, brought 
up the rear. The escort was furnished by a detach- 
ment of the Blues, who looked as superb as usual. 
Her Majesty was enthusiastically cheered, as were 
also the other members of the Royal family. Among 
the brilliant body of horsemen who formed part of 
the cortége were the Crown Prince of Germany, 
wearing the white uniform of the Cuirassiers of the 
Guard, and the Grand Duke of Hesse, in a blue 
uniform, both magnificent-looking men, well mounted, 
and sitting their. horses admirably. The Royal 
salute having been given, the Queen rode down the 
front of both lines, and then returned to the saluting 


point. 
THE MARCH-PAST 
began at 5.30 and lasted till 7.10, during which time 
there was a ceaseless flow of troops past the Royal 
standard, in rear of which was a guard of honour of 
the Grenadier Guards. That in one hour and forty 
minutes over 50,000 men should have passed her 
Majesty is a fact which reflects credit alike on 
Generals, staff, and troops. ‘lhe combined bands of 
the brigade of Guards and the combined bands of the 
Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers played the 
troops past. The defile was headed by the Horse 
Guards staff, followed by the Duke of Cambridge 
(who had the command-in-chief on the day), in the 
fnll dress of a Field Marshal. Next came the staff 
of the 156 Corps-d'Armée, followed by Prince 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar. Then came the staff 
of the lst Division, and Major-General У. Rad- 
cliffe. After him passed in succession the follow- 
ing:—The Royal Naval Artillery Volunteers, under 
Commander Domville К.Х., in twelve companies 
of 50 men each; fine stalwart fellows these, armed 
with carbines and cutlasses. ‘The Prince of Wales, 
in the bearskin and uniform of the Hon. Artillery 
Company, of which he is honorary Colonel, rode past 
at the head of the light cavalry troop of this corps. 
This troop, commanded by Lord Headley, numbered 
twenty-seven sabres, and was well mounted. The 
‚ four guns of the field battery were followed by the 
battalion, who in their bearskins looked like the 
Guards. They were noticeable as being the only 
regiment on the ground with colours. The total 
muster of the Hon. Artillery Company was 1135, 
with sixty-four horses, and four guns. The order of 
the march past of the First Corps, after these two 
divisions, was as follows :—

The Second Division was led by the Duke of 
Connaught, and received an ovation from the 
spectators. Great interest and enthusiasm were 
excited at the appearance of Lord Napier of Magdala, 
who rode past at the head of the 3rd London Rifles, 
of which regiment he is the honorary Colonel. Her 
Majesty gave a most gracious recognition to the 
gallant veteran, to which he responded by bowing low 
as well as saluting. 

There was scarcely a single battalion which marched 
indifferently, whilst the majority of the regiments 
went past in fine style. The 2nd Essex Rifles, under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Tufnell, was much admired, both 
distance and dressing being all that could be desired. 
The 6th Lancashire Rifles, the strongest regiment on 
the ground, were in good form, whilst the Robin 
Hood Rifles (lst Nottingham), the 2nd Warwick (the 
former 1000 strong, and the latter but a few less), 
were very fine battalions. Every detail of the 
ceremony was carried out according to the pro- 
gramme, and not the slightest hitch occurred 
in the. proceedings; regiment after regiment 
defiling before her Majesty with that regularity 
for which the volunteers now bear a prominent name. 
Shortly before seven a slight shower fell, but it only 
lasted for a few minutes. All the volunteers, after 
they marched past, left the ground direct for the 
railway stations; во that only the combined bands 
were left to salute the Royal party as they drove off 
to the castle, the Queen being most heartily cheered 
by the spectators. Hardly, though, was this over, 
when a smart shower of rain came down; but a 
lovely evening succeeded, and the volunteers got off 
by rail with teommendable rapidity. It must have 
been late, however, before the last of the public 
reached London. 


THE AMBULANCE CORPS. 

Amid the bustle and excitement that prevailed in 
Windsor Great Park on Saturday during the grand 
parade of volunteers before the Queen, it is very 
probable that the good service rendered on the field 
by the Volunteer Ambulance Corps may have been 
overlooked by the many thousands who were present 
at the review. But the practical utility of the drill 
gone through by this corps (as illustrated in one of 
our Engravings) was well proved on that memorable 
Ninth of July. Lieutenant Maclure, of the London 
Scottish, was the organiser of the Volunteer 
Ambulance Department, the nature of whose humane 
work is clearly indicated in our Illustration. ‘The 
arrangements of Saturday, however, were planned 
by Surgeon-Major Shelton, of the Army Medical 
Department, the corps being under the command 
of Surgeon-Major Gasteen, A.M.D. Two field 
hospitals were established in the Great Park, one 
being placed under the shade of the trees аб 
the rear of the rendezvous of the First Army Corps, 
between the upper part of the Long Walk and 
Queen Anne’s Ride, and the second to the rear of 
the Army Corps under General Sir Daniel Lysons, 
near Bear’s Rails. Each hospital was composed of 
about seven tents, with sets of panniers and field 
companions, bearers, water-bottles, and other 
requisite appliances, three waggons, with six large 
stretchers and twenty field stretchers, one general 
service waggon, two water-carts, and all other 
appliances. Their services proved very valuable, as 
the number of cases receiving treatment during the 
assembly, parading, and Review amounted to 
150, twenty-five of which were at the moment 
of a serious character. Ten of these were 
from sunstrokes, the remaining fifteen casualties 
being cases of faintness caused by exposure to 
the extreme heat and the fatigue which had been 
endured by the Volunteers during the long railway 
The other casualties comprised sprains, 
contusions, and faintings, most of which received 
immediate medical reliet in the field, the more serious 
cases being removed to the hospitals for careful 
treatment. Out of the 150 casualties all but eight. 
of the sufferers were able to rejoin their Corps or 
leave for their homes in the course of the evening, 
the worst case, one of sunstroke, being even y 
removed to the Guards’ Hospital at Windsor.

ANOTHER DISCOVERY AT SMITH-STREET. 

A discovery of an important character was made 
last Monday afternoon at Lefroy’s late lodgings, 
No. 32, Smith-street, Stepney. On a further and 
stricter search being made by the detectives Swanson 
and Jarvis, who apprehended the prisoner, they 
found in the dusthole a white linen shirt covered 
with blood. Itis surmised by Mrs. Bickers that on 
the night when Lefroy went into the garden and 
walked in it for some time he took that opportunity 
of secreting the blood-stained garment.. 


CAUSE OF LEFROY’S ARREST. 


There can now be little doubt that the telegram 
sent by Lefroy from 22, Smith-street, to the man 
Seele was the cause of his arrest. It appears that 
the suspicions of his landlady, Mrs. Bickers, being 
aroused by his peculiar mode of living, she sent her 
daughter to the address indicated on the telegram, 
which ran as follows :— 

* From G. Clark, 32, Smith-street, Stepney, to 
S. Seele, at J. T. Hutchinson's, 56, Gresham-street, 
London, E.C.—Please bring me my wages this even- 
ing, about eight, without fail. Flour to-morrow. 
Not 33." 

At Gresham-street Miss Bickers had an interview 
with Mr. Hutchinson, with whom she freely dis- 
cussed the suspicious character of the lodger in her 
mother's house. Shortly afterwards a gentleman 
arrived at Scotland- yard, and said he wished to give 
information as to the whereabouts of a man whom he 
felt convinced was the missing man Lefroy. On 
being asked for his communication he refused to say 
anything until the payment of the reward (£200) to 
him alone was guaranteed by the authorities (of 
course on condition that his information was correct), 
and it was also promised that his name should never 
be divulged in connection with the matter. ‘hese 
preliminaries having been arranged to the mysterious 
gentleman's satisfaction, he informed the inspector in 
charge of the detective office that he believed the 
man they wanted was to be found at 32, Smith- 
street. But is not Mrs. Bickers entitled to a share 
of the reward? 


LEFROY’S DEFENCE. 


Lefroy wrote a letter on Saturday last to his sister. 
from Lewes Prison, detailing his circumstances, an 
asking assistance to enable him to make a defence 
to the charge of murder that has been made against 
him. Ніз sister on Monday communicated with 
several of the family relations of the prisoner, in- 
forming them of whut she proposed doing, and has 
been asking their advice and co-operation.

MABEL WILBERFORCE'S 


The extraordinary slander ense came to a sudden 
end on Monday. Miss Wilberforce's solicitor having

written to the name and address which she repre- 
sented were those of her trustee at Indianopolis, a 
reply was received on Monday from a gentleman of a 
similar name, which indicated that there was no such 
person as the plaintiff had described. Thereupon her 
solicitorand counselretired from the case, and the jury 
returned a verdict for Captain Philip, the defendant. 
The plaintiff, so it appeared from her counsel’s: 
opening statement, was a young lady about twenty- 
seven or twenty-eight years of age, and she brought 
this action against the defendant to vindicate her 
character against a series of slanders and libels. Her 
story would be in a great part out of the ordinary 
course, and some things would perhaps excite a 
smile, while many others would seem incredible when 
first told. Miss Mabel Wilberforce, the plaintiff, 
was born in 1854. She was the daughter of a 
medical gentleman, and an American by birth. 
She lived with her parents during their lifetime, 
and travelled in various parts of Europe, and 
eventually she was in Paris during the late siege, 
with her mother. She took great interest there in 
hospital duties. After the siege she returned to 
America, where her mother died. She then came 
back to Europe when the war had broken out, and 
was deputed by the Red Cross Society to represent 
them. Тһе learned gentleman then detailed her 
connection with the Geneva Red Cross Society, and 
what had occurred between her and the Charity 
Organisation Society.

Bisuor COLENSO, in a letter addressed to 
в friend in England, says :—** I had a visit 
last week from Sikota, Panda's son, living 
with his brother Umkungo in this celony.

CLAIMANT. 

The New York Heraid of June 29 and 
30 publishes long despatches from San 
Fraucisco, which purport to give afaithful 
narrative of the wanderings of the ‘‘ long 
lost Sir Roger," the new claimant to the 
‘Tichborne estates.
